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Prayer and faith are closely allied, and they need to be studied together. In the prayer of faith 
there is a divine science; it is a science that everyone who would make his lifework a success 
must understand. Christ says, "What things soever ye desire, when ye pray, believe that ye 
receive them, and ye shall have them. " Mark 11:24. He makes it plain that our asking must be 
according to God's will; we must ask for the things that He has promised, and whatever we 
receive must be used in doing His will. The conditions met, the promise is unequivocal. 

For the pardon of sin, for the Holy Spirit, for a Christlike temper, for wisdom and strength to 
do His work, for any gift He has promised, we may ask; then we are to believe that we receive, 
and return thanks to God that we have received. 

We need look for no outward evidence of the blessing. The gift is in the promise, and we may 
go about our work assured that what God has promised He is able to perform, and that the gift, 
which we already possess, will be realized when we need it most. 

To live thus by the word of God means the surrender to Him of the whole life. There will be 
felt a continual sense of need and dependence, a drawing out of the heart after God. Prayer is a 
necessity; for it is the life of the soul. Family prayer, public prayer, have their place; but it is 
secret communion with God that sustains the soul life. Education 258. 
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The Science of Prayer 

The ABC's 

The method of claiming Bible promises is summed up in the book "Education," pages 253 and 258. 

A — A sk: M atthew 7:7. "For any gift H e has promi sed, we may ask ." 

B— Believe: Mark 11:22-24. "Then we are to believe thatwereceive." 

C— Claim: John 11:41. Then we are to "return thanks to God that we have received." 

Why return thanks that we have received? Because: 

1. The word of God isseed. Luke8:ll. 

2. The seed contains not merely the component elements of the tree, butthe tree itself. "The oak is in the acorn." Education, p. 253. 

Rutherford Piatt, a prize-winner in science, states in his book "This Green World," that a trunk, two leaves and roots 
are already contained in the embryo of the seed, and that with a powerful magnifying glass they could be seen. 

3. Therefore, "If we receive the promise, we have the gift." Education, p. 253. 
"The gift is in the promise." Id., p. 258. 

"Onesentenceof Scriptureisof more value than ten thousand of man's ideas or arguments." Testimonies, Vol. 7, p. 71. 

So with your Bible in your hands say, "I have done as Thou hast said. I Present Thy promise." Christ's Object 
Lessons, p. 146. Remember, the condition to victory is to Ask, Believe, and Claim by receiving. So, take the book of 
promises right in your hands as you pray. 

Then do as Augustine's mother did, "She laid her finger upon the texts, presenting before God His own words, and 
pleaded as only a mother can, and the Lord gave her the desire of her heart." Testimonies, Vol. 5, pp. 322, 323. 

Y ou and I though utterly unworthy, may do the same. We may place our fingers right on the promise of a living, 
true, almighty, wise, loving, and willing God. Then we are to tell H im— thereon our knees— that WE BELIEVE, 
and HAV E RECEIVED the gift promised. We can tell Him we know we shall realize the fulfillment when we need 
it most. But now we accept it by simple, living faith. 

Arising— from our knees we may continue, in our hearts, asking, believing and claiming exultantly what God has 
promised. 

If— we are but willing to conform to the conditions: "That thy trust may be in the Lord, I have made known to thee 
this day, even to thee." Proverbs 22:19. 

"If ye then, being evil, know how to give good gifts unto your children: how much more shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them that ask him?" Luke 11:13. 

1. Think of God looking for someone to aid. 

"For the eyes of the Lord run to and fro throughout the whole earth, to shew himself strong in the behalf of them 
whose heart is perfect [or, sincerely fixed] toward him." 2 Chronicles 16:9. 

2. Let us look to Calvary and capture the true pictureof God. 

"He that spared not his own Son, but delivered him up for us all, how shall he not with him also freely give us all 
things?" Romans 8:32. 

3. Think of God as often giving us something better than we ask. 

"I will bring the blind by a way that they knew not; I will lead them in paths that they have not known; ... and not 
forsake them." Isaiah 42:16. 

So for us to picture God as saying, "No, period!" is misrepresenting Him. God never says to H is believing child, 
"No, period." He may sometimes say, "No, comma," meaning, "You are not asking for one quarter as much as I 
want to give you!" 
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"Now unto him that is ableto do exceeding abundantly above all that we ask or think, according to the power that 
worketh in us," Ephesians 3:20. 

Here we see a picture of God as being eager to do so much more for us than we ask, that our asking appears pitifully 
short of what H e wants to give us. 

4. Think of God as truthful. 

"God is not a man, that he should lie; neither the son of man, that he should repent: hath he said, and shall he not do 
it? or hath he spoken, and shall he not make it good?" Numbers 23:19. 

A minister, who read the Old Testament Scriptures through 69 times and the New Testament Scriptures 71 times, 
discovered at least 3,573 promises there. Others claim to have found more, even up to 7,000 or 8,000. 

H ebrews 6: 18 decl ares that i t i s i mpossi bl e f or G od to I i e. 

5. Think of God as powerful enough to bring solutions. 

"By the word of the Lord were the heavens made; and all the host of them by the breath of his mouth. . . For he 
spake, and it was." Psalm 33:6,9. 

"Through faith we understand that the worlds were framed by the word of God." Hebrews 11:3. 

(1) Romans 4:17, "God, . . . calleth those things which be not as though they were." (2) Psalm 33:9, "He spake, and 
it was." 

Putting the two passages of Scripture together, it says, in effect, that anything that does not exist, does exist the 
moment God's creative word names it. This is our creator God. 

6. God requires of us childlike faith. 

"Except ye be converted, and become as little children, ye shall not enter into the kingdom of heaven." M atthew 
18:3. 

7. W e are to visualize the solution. 

Jesus taught us to offer a prayer that asks, believes, and then actually receives, or claims, the solution without 
doubting, because what God says is so, even though our own minds cannot comprehend it all. 

8. Claiming God's creative promises. 

"W hereby are given unto us exceeding great and precious promises: that by these ye might be partakers of the divine 
nature, having escaped the corruption that is in the world through lust." 2 Peter 1:4. 

"Create in me a clean heart, 0 God; and renew a right spirit within me." Psalm 51:10. 

"Now ye are clean through the word which I have spoken unto you." John 15:3.

For this cause shall a man leave his father and mother, and shall be joined unto his 
wife, and they two shall be one flesh. This is a great mystery: but I speak concerning Christ and the church. 
Nevertheless let everyone of you in particular so love his wife even as himself; and the wife see that she reverence 
her husband.

Whose adorning let it not be that outward adorning of plaiting the hair, and of wearing of gold, or of putting on of 
apparel; But let it be the hidden man of the heart, in that which is not corruptible, even the ornament of a meek and 
quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God of great price. 

For after this manner in the old time the holy women also who trusted in God, adorned themselves, being in 
subjection unto their own husbands: Even as Sara obeyed Abraham, calling him lord: whose daughters ye are, as 
long as ye do well, and are not afraid with any amazement. 

Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with them according to knowledge, giving honour unto the wife, as unto the weaker 
vessel and as being heirs together of the grace of life; that your prayers be not hindered. 1 Peter 3:1-7

Nevertheless I tell you the truth; It is expedient for you that I go away: for if I go not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you; but if I depart, I will send him unto you. Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide 
you into all truth: for he shall not speak of himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak: and he will 
shew you things to come. J ohn 16:7, 13 

I indeed baptize you with water unto repentance: but he that cometh after me is mightier than I, whose shoes I am 
not worthy to bear: he shall baptize you with the. Holy Ghost, and with fire: M atthew 3:11 

Hethatbelieveth on me, as the scripture hath said, out of hisbelly shall flow rivers of living water. (But this spake 
he of the Spirit, which they that believe on him should receive: for the Holy Ghost was not yet given; because that 
Jesus was not yet glorified.) J ohn 7:38, 39 

If ye then, being evil, know how to give good gifts unto your children: how much more shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them that ask him? Luke 11:13 

A nd it shall come to pass afterward, that I will pour out my spirit upon all flesh; and your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy, your old men shall dream dreams, your young men shall see visions: J oel 2:28 

A nd, being assembled together with them, commanded them that they should not depart from J erusalem, but wait 
for the promise of the Father, which, saith he, ye have heard of me. For John truly baptized with water; but ye shall 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost not many days hence. But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. A cts 1:4, 5, 8 

And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance. A cts 2:4 

Then Peter said unto them, Repent, and be baptized everyone of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the remission of 
sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. A cts 2:38 

And when they had prayed, the place was shaken where they were assembled together; and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and they spake the word of God with boldness. Acts 4:31

Now when the apostles which were at J erusalem heard that Samaria had received the word of God, they sent unto 
them Peter and John: Who, when they were come down, prayed for them, that they might receive the Holy Ghost: 
(For as yet he was fallen upon none of them: only they were baptized in the name of the Lord Jesus). Then laid they 
their hands on them, and they received the Holy Ghost. 
Acts 8:14-17 

While Peter yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them which heard the word. And they of the 
circumcision which believed were astonished, as many came with Peter, because that on the Gentiles also was 
poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost. For they heard them speak with tongues, and magnify God. Acts 10:44-46 

He said unto them, Have ye received the Holy Ghost since ye believed? And they said unto him, We have not so 
much as heard whether there be any Holy Ghost. And he said unto them, Unto what then were ye baptized? And 
they said, Unto John's baptism. 

Then said Paul, J ohn verily baptized with the baptism of repentance, saying unto the people, that they should believe 
on him which should come after him, that is, on Christ Jesus. When they heard this, they were baptized in the name 
of the Lord Jesus. 

And when Paul had laid his hands upon them, the Holy Ghost came on them; and they spake with tongues, and 
prophesied. Acts 19:2-6

That in the dispensation of the fulness of times he might gather together in one all things in Christ, both which are in 
heaven, and which are on earth; even in him: And hath put all things under his feet, and gave him to be the head 
overall things to the church, Which is his body, the fulness of him that filleth all in all. Ephesians 1:10, 22-23 

W ho hath delivered us from the power of darkness, and hath translated us into the kingdom of his dear Son: A nd he 
is the head of the body, the church: who is the beginning, the firstborn from the dead; that in all things he might have 
the preeminence. Colossi ans 1:13, 18 

He saith unto them, But whom say ye that I am? And Simon Peter answered and said, Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God. And J esus answered and said unto him, Blessed art thou, Simon Barjona: for flesh and blood hath 
not revealed it unto thee, but my Father which is in heaven. And I say also unto thee, That thou art Peter, and upon 
this rock I will build my church; and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it. M atthew 16:15-18 

And are built upon the foundation of the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ himself being the chief corner stone; In 
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whom all the building fitly framed together groweth unto an holy temple in the Lord: In whom ye also are builded 
together for an habitation of God through the Spirit. 
Ephesians 2:20-22 

Of whom the whole family in heaven and earth is named, Unto him be glory in the church by Christ Jesus 
throughout all ages, world without end. Amen. Ephesians 3:15, 21 

For the husband is the head of the wife, even as Christ is the head of the church: and he is the saviour of the body. 
Therefore as the church is subject unto Christ, so let the wives be to their own husbands in every thing. Husbands, 
love your wives, even as Christ also loved the church, and gave himself for it; That he might sanctify and cleanse it 
with the washing of water by the word, 

That he might present it to himself a glorious church, not having spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing; but that it 
should be holy and without blemish. For no man ever yet hated his own flesh; but nourisheth and cherishethit, even 
as the Lord the church: Ephesians 5:23-27, 29 

A nd ye are complete in him, which is the head of all principality and power: And not holding the Head, from which 
all the body by joints and bands having nourishment ministered, and knit together, increaseth with the increase of 
God. Colossians 2:10, 19 

For as we have many members in one body, and all members have not the same office: So we, being many, are one 
body in Christ, and every one members one of another. Romans 12:4, 5 

For as the body is one, and hath many members, and all the members of that one body, being many, are one body: so 
also is Christ. 

For by one Spirit are we all baptized into one body, whether we bejews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or free; 
and have been all made to drink into one Spirit. 

For the body is not one member, but many. If the foot shall say, Because I am not the hand, I am not of the body; is 
it therefore not of the body? And if the ear shall say, Because I am not the eye, I am not of the body; is it therefore 
not of the body? If the whole body were an eye, where were the hearing? If the whole were hearing, where were the 
smelling? 

But now hath God set the members everyone of them in the body, as it hath pleased him. And if they were all one 
member, where were the body? B ut now are they many members, yet but one body. A nd the eye cannot say unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee: nor again the head to the feet, I have no need of you. Nay, much more those members 
of the body, which seem to be more feeble, are necessary: And those members of the body, which we think to be 
less honourable, upon these we bestow more abundant honour: and our uncomely parts have more abundant come- 
liness. 

For our comely parts have no need: but God hath tempered the body together, having given more abundant honour 
to that part which lacked: That there should be no schism in the body; but that the members should have the same 
care one for another. 

A nd whether one member suffer, all the members suffer with it; or one member be honoured, all the members 
rejoice with it. Now ye are the body of Christ, and members in particular. 

A nd God hath set some in the church, first apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly teachers, after that miracles, then 
gifts of healings, helps, governments, diversities of tongues. 1 Corinthians 12:12-28 

A nd we beseech you, brethren, to know them which labour among you, and are over you in the Lord, and admonish 
you; A nd to esteem them very highly in love for their work's sake. A nd be at peace among yourselves. 1 
Thessalonians 5:12, 13 

Remember them which have the rule over you, who have spoken unto you the word of God: whose faith follow, 
considering the end of their conversation. Obey them that have the rule over you, and submit yourselves: for they 
watch for your souls, as they that must give account, that they may do it with joy, and not with grief: for that is 
unprofitable for you. Hebrews 13:7, 17 

And he gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, pastors and teachers; For the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work of the ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ: Ephesians 4:11, 12 

Then they that gladly received his word were baptized: and the same day there were added unto them about three 
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thousand souls. 

A nd they continued stedfastly in the apostles' doctrine and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers. And 
fear came upon every soul: and many wonders and signs were done by the apostles. 

A nd all that believed were together, and had all things common; And sold their possessions and goods, and parted 
them to all men, as every man had need. And they, continuing daily with one accord in the temple, and breaking 
bread from house to house, did eat their meat with gladness and singleness of heart. Praising God, and having favour 
with all the people. And the Lord added to the church daily such as should be saved. Acts 2:41-47 

Behold, how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in unity! Psalm 133: 1

And take the helmet of salvation, and the sword of the 
Spirit, which is the word of God: Praying always with all prayer and supplication in the Spirit, and watching 
thereunto with all perseverance and supplication for all saints; Ephesians 6:10-18

honour; that he by the grace of God should taste death, for every man.

Hereby know ye the Spirit of God: Every spirit that confesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is of God: 

A nd every spirit that confesseth not that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is not of God: and this is that spirit of 
antichrist, whereof ye have heard that it should come; and even now already is it in the world. 

Y e are of God, little children, and have overcome them: because greater is he that is in you, than he that is in the 
world. 1 John 4:1-4 

And the seventy returned again with joy, saying, Lord, even the devils are subject unto us through thy name. And he 
said unto them, I beheld Satan as lightning fall from heaven. 

Behold, I give unto you power to tread on serpents and scorpions, and overall the power of the enemy: and nothing 
shall by any means hurt you.

A nd these signs shall follow them that believe; In my name shall they cast out devils; they shall speak with new 
tongues; They shall take up serpents; and if they drink any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; they shall lay hands 
on the sick, and they shall recover.

For though we walk in the flesh, we do not war after the flesh: (For the weapons of our warfare are not carnal, but 
mighty through God to the pulling down of strong holds;) Casting down imaginations, and every high thing that

Behold, I shew you a mystery; Weshall not all sleep, but weshall all bechanged, In a moment, in the twinkling of 
an eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and weshall be 
changed. 

For this corruptible must put on incorruption, and this mortal must put on immortality. So when this corruptible shall 
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have put on incorruption, and this mortal shall have put on immortality, then shall be brought to pass the saying that 
is written, Death is swallowed up in victory. 

0 death, where is thy sting? 0 grave, where is thy victory? The sting of death is sin; and the strength of sin is the law. 
But thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 1 Corinthians 15:51-57 

Which also said, Y emen of Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into heaven? this samej esus, which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have seen him go into heaven. Acts 1:11 

Looking for that blessed hope, and the glorious appearing of the great God and our Saviour J esus Christ; Titus 2:13 

K nowing this first, that there shall come in the last days scoffers, walking after their own lusts, A nd saying, W here 
is the promise of his coming? for si nee the fathers fell asleep, all things continue as they were from the beginning of 
the creation. 

But, beloved, be not ignorant of this one thing, that one day is with the Lord as a thousand years, and a thousand 
years as one day. The Lord is not slack concerning his promise, as some men count slackness; but is longsuffering to 
us-ward, not willing that any should perish, but that all should come to repentance. 

But the day of the Lord will corneas a thief in the night; in the which the heavens shall pass away with a great noise, 
and the elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also and the works that are therein shall be burned up. 

Seeing then that all these things shall be dissolved, what manner of persons ought ye to be in all holy conversation 
and godliness, Looking for and hasting unto the coming of the day of God, wherein the heavens being on fire shall 
be dissolved, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat? 

Nevertheless we, according to this promise, look for new heavens and a new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness. 
II Peter 3:3, 4, 8-13 

Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear what we shall be: but we know that, when he shall 
appear, we shall be like him; for we shall see him as he is. And every man that hath this hope in him purifieth 
himself, even as he is pure. I J ohn 3:2-3 

And there shall be signs in the sun, and in the moon, and in the stars; and upon the earth distress of nations, with 
perplexity; the sea and the waves roaring; M en's hearts failing them for fear, and for looking after those things which 
are coming on the earth: for the powers of heaven shall be shaken. 

And then shall they see the Son of man coming in a cloud with power and great glory. And when these things begin 
to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads; for your redemption draweth nigh. Luke 21:25-28 

And as he sat upon the mount of Olives, the disciples came unto him privately, saying, Tell us, when shall these 
things be? and what shall be the sign of thy coming, and of the end of the world? 

A nd J esus answered and said unto them, Take heed that no man deceive you. For many shall come in my name, 
saying, I am Christ; and shall deceive many. And ye shall hear of wars and rumours of wars: see that ye be not 
troubled: for all these things must come to pass, but the end is not yet. 

For nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom against kingdom: and there shall be famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes, in divers places. All these are the beginning of sorrows. Then shall they deliver you up to be afflicted, 
and shall kill you: and ye shall be hated of all nations for my name's sake. 

And then shall many be offended, and shall betray one another, and shall hate one another. And many false prophets 
shall rise, and shall deceive many. And because iniquity shall abound, the love of many shall wax cold. But he that 
shall endure unto the end, the same shall be saved. And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the world 
for a witness unto all nations; and then shall the end come. M atthew 24:3-14 

For as the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth even unto the west; so shall also the coming of the Son of 
man be. Immediately after the tribulation of those days shall the sun be darkened, and the moon shall not give her 
light, and the stars shall fall from heaven, and the powers of the heavens shall be shaken: And then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in heaven: and then shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, and they shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven with power and great glory. 

And he shall send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather together his elect from the four 
winds, from one end of the heaven to the other. M atthew 24:27, 29-31 
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B ut of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels of heaven, but my Father only. 

But as the days of Noe were, so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. For as in the days that were before the 
flood they were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, until the day that Noe entered into the ark, 
And knew not until the flood came, and took them all away; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. 

Then shall two be in the field; the one shall betaken, and the other left. Two women shall be grinding at the mill; the 
one shall betaken, and the other left. Watch therefore: for ye know not what hour your Lord doth come. 

B ut know this, that if the goodman of the house had known in what watch the thief would come, he would have 
watched, and would not have suffered his house to be broken up. Therefore be ye also ready: for in such an hour as 
ye think not the Son of man cometh. M atthew 24:36-44 

This know also, that in the last days perilous times shall come. For men shall be lovers of their own selves, covetous, 
boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobedient to parents, unthankful, unholy, Without natural affection, trucebreakers, 
false accusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of those that are good, Traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God; Having a form of godliness, but denying the power thereof: from such turn away. II 
Timothy 3:1-5 

Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the latter times some shall depart from the faith, giving heed to seducing 
spirits, and doctrines of devils; 

Speaking lies in hypocrisy; having their conscience seared with a hot iron; Forbidding to marry, and commanding to 
abstain from meats, which God hath created to be received with thanksgiving of them which believe and know the 
truth. 1 Timothy 4:1-3 

I charge thee therefore before God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the quick and the dead at his 
appearing and his kingdom; Preach the word; be instant in season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine. 

For the time will come when they will not endure sound doctrine; but after their own lusts shall they heap to 
themselves teachers, having itching ears; And they shall turn away their ears from the truth, and shall be turned into 
fables. 

But watch thou in all things, endure afflictions, do the work of an evangelist, make full proof of thy ministry. 

For I am now ready to be offered, and the time of my departure is at hand. I have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith: Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at that day: and not to me only, but unto all them also that love his appearing. II 
Timothy 4:1-8 

Verily I say unto you, This generation shall not pass, till all these things be fulfilled. 
Matthew 24:34 

Let not your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, believe also in me. In my Father's house are many mansions: if it 
were not so, I would have told you. I goto prepare a place for you. And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto myself; that where I am, there ye may be also. A nd whither I go ye know, and the 
way ye know. John 14:1-4

But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. Romans 5:8 
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The Lord is not slack concerning his promise, as some men count slackness; but is longsuffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any should perish, but that all should come to repentance. II Peter 3:9 

For God sent not his Son into the world to condemn the world; but that the world through him might be saved. John 
3:17 

I came not to call the righteous, but sinners to repentance. Luke5:32 

For the Son of man is come to seek and to save that which was lost. Luke 19:10 

Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be born again, he cannot seethe 
kingdom of God. John 3:3 

For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life. John 3:16

FAITH 

Faith is trusting God— believing that He loves us and knows best what is for our good. Thus, 
instead of our own, it leads us to choose His way. In place of our ignorance, it accepts His 
wisdom; in place of our weakness, His strength; in place of our sinfulness, His righteousness. 
Our lives, ourselves, are already His; faith acknowledges His ownership and accepts its blessing. 
Truth, uprightness, purity, have been pointed out as secrets of life's success. It is faith that puts us 
in possession of these principles. 

Every good impulse or aspiration is the gift of God; faith receives from God the life that alone 
can produce true growth and efficiency. 

How to exercise faith should be made very plain. To every promise of God there are conditions. 
If we are willing to do His will, all His strength is ours. Whatever gift He promises, is in the 
promise itself. "The seed is the word of God." Luke 8:11. As surely as the oak is in the acorn, so 
surely is the gift of God in His promise. If we receive the promise, we have the gift. 

Faith that enables us to receive God's gifts is itself a gift, of which some measure is imparted to 
every human being. It grows as exercised in appropriating the word of God. In order to 
strengthen faith, we must often bring it in contact with the word. 

In the study of the Bible the student should be led to see the power of God's word. In the 
creation, "He spake, and it was done; He commanded, and it stood fast." He "calleth those things 
which be not as though they were" (Psalm 33:9; Romans 4:17); for when He calls them, they are.
